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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 27-47. drawn to a method for generating multiple RNA copies. 
Group II, claim(s) 48-50, drawn to a kit for generating multiple RNA copies. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single geheral inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of Group I is a method, which could use various oligonucleotides with a different 
target hybridizing sequence, different modified 3' terminal end, different promoter 
sequence, and/or different chimeric linkage, whereas, the special technical feature of 
Group II is a kit which could be used in various methods, different than that of Group I. 
For instance, the kit could be used in various ligase chain reactions or an adaptor 
mediated reaction wherein the template is circularized by a ligase via the 
oligonucleotide and double stranded nucleic acid complexes and subsequently, 
optionally amplified and/or digested, and hybridized to the probe array. 

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AH claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
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claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101 , 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an othenA/ise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP
